Washington, April 14.— (By. the A. P.)—Momentous 


questions confronted the organization Republicans of the 
Senate today when they went into party conference to dis 
cuss a course of action. 


Their principal task was presented by the pending Jap- 


anese exclusion amendment to the Senate immigration bill, 
on which an agreement was soujrht despite the feeling of 
leaders that whether they decided to support or oppose the 
.proposal, it would be adopted when it reached a vote. 
* 
In addition, however, they had before them the issues 


developing 
from President Coolidge's vigorous protest 


against the trend of the investigation of the internal revenue 
bureau, which has brought the question of all Senate investi- 
gations of executive departments into sharp relief with an 
open breach between the, chamber and tht- White House 
threatened. 


Another problem that wait press- 


ing for consideration was the mutter 
of precedence for soldier bonus or 
revenue legislation, and behind that 
was the crowded condition of the 
calendar generally with furm reliei 
and other 
important 
measurei re- 


quiring action.
